ARRIVAL OF SHIPMENTS. Our first regular shipment usually arrives in ‘Lockport about 
the middle of September and further shipments arrive every week thereafter until the end of — 
October. Do not delay ordering until the last day as it is obvious that orders placed late 


cannot be included in the first consignment. Autumn Crocuses, Colchicums and Lilium candi- i 


dum which must be planted very early are shipped in a special consignment in August; Lilies, 
other than Candidum, which are late ripening, are shipped in a late consignment reaching 
Lockport in early November. 


TERMS. Please send payment in full with order either by check or money order; no C.O.D.’s. 
IF cash is sent, please register letter. All prices are F.O.B. Lockport, unless otherwise stated, — 
and include duties and other import expenses. Customer pays transportation from Lockport 
only. All orders will be sent express collect unless other arrangements are made. 


Due to packaging costs we cannot sell a smaller quantity of any one item than is listed, 
but 50 of any item may be purchased at the hundred rate. If interested in 250 or more, please 
inquire for special prices. Minimum order, $2.00.

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The Darwin Tulips are the best known of the late, long stemmed 
Tulips now so popular. They are characterized by their particularly 
long stems, globular flowers and petals of heavy substance. These 
Tulips are magnificent for large beds or used informally in groups in 
borders. 


They are delightful interplanted in beds with Bleeding Hearts, 
Lupines, Linums, Alyssum, Iberis, Anchusa, Myosotidiflora and 
Violas. Shrubs in bloom at the same time include Kerria, Azaleas, 
Redbud, Rosa Hugonis, Syringa chinensis and Viburnum tomentosum. 


A number are also useful for late forcing and the best for this 
purpose are: Bartigon, City of Haarlem, Frans Hals, Princess Elizabeth, 
Rose Copeland, William Copeland and William Pitt. 


Culture: Tulips are easily grown. Plant from early October until 
the ground freezes in well-drained soil that is in good tilth. Al- 
though the best average depth to plant is 5 inches and 6 inches 
apart, they may be planted deeper with good results providing the 
drainage is adequate. Under such conditions it is not necessary to 
lift them every year but in case this is felt to be desirable for any 
reason, they may be lifted as soon as the foliage is dry and stored 
in a cool dry place until the next planting season arrives. Use a well- 
balanced organic fertilizer over them after planting.

They 
may be planted any time from the middle of September until the 
ground freezes, about 4 inches deep and 4 or 5 inches apart. 

Early Tulips are very popular for growing indoors. For best results, 
the bulbs should be potted immediately on receipt and treated the 
same way as Hyacinths. Tulip bulbs need at least three months for a 
good root development before they can stand a forcing temperature.

Lilies have been grown through the centuries in many lands for the esthetic pleasure derived from their grace and beauty. They have been 
praised in song and fable and the Bible contains many illusions to them. Today they are one of the most popular bulbous plants and are being 


grown in ever increasing numbers. 


Most of the Lilies we offer are easily grown if certain simple requirements are met. In general tney like a deep rich loam with perfect drainage. 
IF there is any question about the latter, the beds may be raised two or three inches or the bulbs placed in individual pockets of sand. To keep 
the hot sun from baking the soil over them, lightly rooting ground covers are essential. 


Lilies mature so late in tne season that delivery may be delayed until late Autumn. As late planting is preferable to spring planting for most 
- varieties, the ground should be protected against freezing by mulching deeply with leaves or other material. A bucket of dry soil stored inside 
for covering them is a convenience. In no case, should the bulbs remain long unplanted. 


Lilies are not seen at their best until they have become established in their permanent locations and therefore do not always do justice to 


themselves the first year after planting. 


Full Cultural Directions are sent with each order. 


Base rooting kinds are marked B, and stem rooting S with depth in inches to plant immediately following. Month of blooming is indicated.

AMABILE, S-8. A hardy rare species from Korea. This pretty Lilly 
bears 6 to 8 large reflexed flowers of rich grenadine-red freely 
spotted with black. One of «the easiest to grow but needs partial 
shade.
